Three-Year 
Law Good 

Implementation recently of 
a new federal law requiring 
pharmacists to keep for 
three years records of pur¬ 
chase and sale of “pep 
pills” and “goof balls” was 
hailed by Supervisor Wa.r- 
ren Dorn. 

Dorn, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors’ Sher¬ 
iff’s Committee and head of 
the Law Enforcement Com¬ 
mittee of the County Super¬ 
visors Association of Cali¬ 
fornia, said: 

“The mounting serious¬ 
ness of addiction to amphe¬ 
tamines and barbiturates 
throughout the nation has 
been recognized by the fed¬ 
eral government. The sta¬ 
tute should be an immea¬ 
surable aid to law enforce¬ 
ment gencies in combating 
dangerous drug use. 

“The new law, along with 
the recent state measure 
calling for triplicate pres¬ 
criptions for the habit-form¬ 
ing drug Peroedar.’, affords 
peace officers with greater 
legal tools with which to 
beat down the narcotics 
menace,” said Dorn. 

The supervisor, the Board 
of Supervisors and the 
County’s Narcoti c s and 
Dangerous Drugs Commis - 
sion actively and success¬ 
fully pursued stronger state 
laws for control of Perco- 
dan. 

Under the new federal 
statute, all manufacturers 
of “pep pills” and “goof 
balls” must register with 
the Federal Food aird Drug 
Administration.

Behind the brief obituary 
of (“Capt”) Ansel Edward 
O’Branion, S.M. News, Jan. 
20 , ’66, p. 6) was a life-span 
of over 89 years, a life of 
rugged action, lived largely 
out of doors, in Nebraska 
and California, with two 
periods of military service 
in tile Philippines during 
and after the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, and heavy secret 
missions to China and Ja¬ 
pan. 

O’Banior? was the son of 
a U.S. territorial sheriff in 
central Nebraska. The 
youngest of eight brothers, 
he had constant oppotuni- 
ties to activate his inborn 
fondness for horses, learn¬ 
ing to ride before he was 
four, and to “break” and 
trair? colts soon after. At age 
15, with parental consent, he 
left for the Pacific coast 
with three hor.ses and his 
pack, camping out and oc¬ 
casionally working for a 
time in congenial company, 
he reached Seattle to have 
a turn at “Shacking on the 
Sound” among other mi- 
graiiV workers and settlers. 
Then on to California, where 
lie found plenty of work 
and soon a demand for his 
growing executive ability, 
among ranchers and lum¬ 
bermen. 

Much later, after his Phil¬ 
ippine service, he was rec¬ 
ommended by American 
Army generals to General 
Homer Lea, who won him 
to be his chief assistant in " 
arranging the importing 
and secret training of well¬ 
born Chinese youth in 21 
U.S. cities to later help to 
overthrow, in China, the 
Manchu dynasty and install 
China’s First Republic, with 
Sun Yat-Sen as president. 

It was O’Banlon who ob¬ 
tained the secret plans for 
Japan’s war on the U.S.A. 
in 1941. From this plan Ho¬ 
mer Lea wrote “The Valor of 
Ignorance,” the unheeded 
warning. “Double Ten" by 
Carl Glick (1945), in our 
public library, tells the 
story very well.
